for good of nation, not Nixon 


Watergate trial 


Secret tapes detail 
cover-up for jury 


Ford: 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford testified before a committee of 
Congress today that “ there was no deal” 
which led him to pardon Richard M 
Nixon after assuming the presidency 
from him 
Ford became the first president in 
American history to undergo direct 
questioning from a congressional panel 
in a two-hour televised appearance 
before a subcommittee of the House 
Judiciary Committee — the panel which 
had examined his qualifications to 
become vice president a year ago and 
which had voted last summer to 
impeach Nixon 
Speaking forcefully and providing an 
explanation of the pardon which seemed 
to satisfy some of the subcommittee 
members, Ford said he acted as he did 
for the nation s sake —not for Nixon's. 
He said he wanted to end a national 
division “ over whether to indict, bring 
to trial, and punish a former president 
who already is condemned to suffer long 
and deeply in the shame and disgrace 
brought upon the office he held." 
Looking directly at Rep. Elizabeth 
Holtzman, D-N.Y., the subcommittee’s 
most outspoken critic of the pardon, 
Ford said . 
“ I want to assure you and members of 
this 
subcommittee, 
members 
of 
Congress and the people that there was 
no deal, period, under no circumstan­ 
ces." 
He disclosed he had discussed the 
possibility of pardoning Nixon in a 
meeting with Alexander 
M. 
Haig, 
Nixon’s White House chief of staff, eight 
days before Aug. 9 when Nixon became 
the first chief executive to resign. 
At that meeting, Ford said, Haig 
disclosed to him “ the damaging nature” 
of a Watergate tape Nixon was under 
Supreme Court order to surrender. He 
said Haig raised “ a pardon to the 
President, should he resign” as possible 
course of action 


But, Ford stressed, he entered into no 
such agreement. He said he talked it 
over with his wife, Betty, and with 
James D. St. Clair, Nixon’s Watergate 
lawyer, and decided 
it would be 
imprudent for him even to advise Nixon 
what to do 
Again and again, Ford stressed the 
disgrace 
Nixon 
had 
brought 
upon 
himself by accepting a pardon. He 
defended his decision to pardon Nixon 
within a month of his own assumption of 
office, arguing it was better for the

“ I do, sir,” Ford replied

adverse public reaction —he still would 
pardon Nixon 
Replying to a question from Rep. 
Wiley Mayne, R-Iowa, about the timing 
of the pardon, he said he had given the 
matter deep thought, that he had 
considered 
waiting 
until 
after 
an 
indictment of Nixon; until after a trial 
and possible conviction; and until after 
any jail term served by the former 
president upon conviction. 
But he added, “ I ’m convinced that 
timing of this pardon was done at the 
right time.” 
Hogan asked Ford about published 
reports that Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger had advised him that Nixon 
might commit suicide if he were 
compelled to stand trial. 
“ There is no truth to that whatsoever 
as far as I know,” the President said 
“ There was no discussion between Dr 
Kissinger and myself that included any

say Ford is the first chief executive to 
agree to submit to questioning. 
He sought to satisfy a nation which 
was deeply divided over the propriety of 
his unexpected decision to pardon Nixon 
a month after he had taken office. 
The pardon —for any crimes Nixon 
committed or may have committed 
while president — came on Sept. 8. Only 
a short time earlier, Ford had indicated 
at a news conference he would not act 
until at least after special prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski decided whether to seek 
Nixon’s indictment 
The questioning of Ford lasted an 
hour. It drew little new information 
about 
the 
pardon. 
Most 
of 
the 
disclosures of events before and after 
Ford assumed the presidency were 
contained in his long, 10-page, single­ 
spaced typewritten statement. 
In that document, Ford expounded 
upon his reasoning in pardoning Nixon: 
“ I wanted to do all I could to shift our 
attentions from the pursuit of a fallen 
president to the pursuit of the urgent 
needs of a rising nation... 


"We would needlessly be diverted 
from meeting those challenges if we as a 
people were to remain sharply divided

“ Surely, we are not a revengeful 
people...

And certainly the 
pardon granted the former president 
will not cause us to forget the evils of 
Watergate-type offenses or to forget 
the lessons we have learned that a 
government 
which 
deceives 
its 
supporters and treats its opponents as 
enemies 
must 
never,

tolerated.” 
While Ford spoke, the resigned former 
president was in his oceanside home on 
the California coast, 
awaiting 
the 
outcome of a dispute between his 
lawyers, on one side, and lawyers for the 
government and for his former aides, on 
the other, over whether he will be 
compelled to come to Washington once 
more, this time to testify at the 
Watergate cover-up conspiracy trial. 
Nixon pleads his health will not permit 
such an appearance. 
Nixon’s lawyer, Hebert J. Miller, 
meanwhile sought a court order to 
prevent the White House from releasing 
any more of Nixon’s tapes except those 
already under subpoena or needed in the 
Watergate cover-up trial The Judiciary 
subcommittee also has been concerned 
with Ford’s decision to give the tapes to 
Nixon. 
Welcoming statements and Ford’s 
own 10-page, singlespaced explanation 
consumed half of the two hours alloted 
for the unprecedented appearance of the 
President. The mood was respectful and 
calm. 
Ford said he was primarily motivated 
by a desire to end national division 
"over whether to indict, bring to trial 
and punish a former president who 
already is condemned to suffer long and 
deeply in the shame and disgrace 
brought upon the office he held.”

He said his purpose was “ not to 
make history, but to report history” and 
let the country put aside its concerns 
about Nixon

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Richard M 
Nixon told told two of his top aides three 
months after the Watergate break-in 
“ just try to button it up as well as you 
can and hope for the best,” according to 
the first of his secret tapes played today 
at the cover-up trial. 
The tape of his Sept 15,1972, meeting 
with John W 
Dean III and H R 
Haldeman was piped through headsets 
provided for everyone in the courtroom 
after 
Dean 
had 
vouched 
for 
its 
authenticity. 
"And you really can’t just sit and 
worry yourself , about it all the time, 
thinking, 'The worst may happen,’ but it 
may not,” Nixon said toward the end of 
the half-hour meeting. “ So you just try 
to button it up as well as you can and 
hope for the best. 
"And ... remember that basically the 
damn thing is just one of those 
unfortunate things and, we re trying to 
cut our losses ” 
Transcripts of the Sept 15 meeting 
—held the day the indictments were 
returned against seven men in the 
Watergate bugging — were made public 
earlier this year first by the White 
House and later by the House Judiciary 
committee 
that 
voted 
Nixon’s 
impeachment. 
Members of the public, jammed into 
the benches in the courtroom, laughed 
loudly when they heard Nixon kid his 
campaign chief in a telephone call 
during the meeting: "And don’t, don’t 
bug anybody without asking me. Okay?” 
Nixon was obviously kidding at that 
point, but his voice was angry a few 
minutes later when he denounced as 
“ bastards,” various persons who were 
opposing his re-election. 


"1 want the most, I want the most 
comprehensive notes on all those that 
have tried to do us in,” Nixon said. 
"Because they didn’t have to do it ... But 
now 
they 
are 
doing 
this 
quite 
deliberately and they are asking for it 
and they are going to get it.” 


Dean testified earlier that within a 
month of the bugging arrests, he 
obtained confidential FB I reports on the 
status of the investigation and shared 
them with all five men on trial. 


Dean also testified that he had fully 
briefed defendant John D. Ehrlichman 
in

responsible for the bugging but heard 
Ehrlichman tell FB I agents a month 
later that "the only thing he knew about 
the breakin was what he read in the 
newspapers.”

sought a court order to prevent the 
White House from releasing any more of 
his tapes except those already under 
subpoena or needed for the Watergate 
conspiracy trial. 
Nixon attorney Herbert J Miller said 
the former president did not wish to 
block release of material already under 
subpoena or needed in the Watergate 
coverup trial. 
But, he said, Nixon wants the right to 
review material sought by any new

by 
executive 
privilege or his right of privacy before 
they are released in response to any new 
subpoenas. 
Miller said that in view of a large 
number of pending lawsuits where the 
documents might be sought as evidence 
he expects more subpoenas will be 
issued. 
Miller said Nixon is willing for all the 
materials already under subpoena or 
needed in the cover-up trial to remain at 
the White House if he can get the 
remainder of the material transferred 
to the West Coast. 
“ This is not an action to remove any of 
the materials beyond the reach of lawful 
process of a court, grand jury, or any 
other body -nor to gain unrestricted 
control over custody, preservation or 
location of the materials, ' the suit said.

Under close questioning, he testifed

Parkinson then held any position with 
the government and that the files were 
marked “ Property of the FB I ... For 
Internal Use Only .” 
Earlier, the team of prosecutors said 
that most prospective jurors thought it 
was unfair to prosecute Nixon’s aides 
when the former president had been 
pardoned 


Confirming what had been suspected 
as the reason for the long delay in 
finding a jury, chief trial prosecutor 
James F. Neal indicated possible bias 
against the government had been a 
major problem. 


“ I think the jury is smart enough to 
know we re not here to try...Mr. Nixon,” 
he said “ It’s not unfair to say that we 
had more people say (during jury 
selection) that the government was 
proceeding unfairly because of the 
pardon than had an opinion on the guilt 
or innocence of the defendant.” 
When defense attorneys protested to 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica that 
he had ordered them not to discuss what 
had gone on m the nearly two weeks of 
jury selection procedures, the judge 
agreed. 


“ I don’t think we should say any more 
about that,” said Sirica, cutting Neal 
off. Sirica has scheduled a hearing later 
on whether Nixon must be compelled to 
leave California and testify at the trial. 


“ Rather, this suit is an effort only to 
secure to Mr. Nixon the right to review

Chief of the local, unit, Carol 
Keilen is presently using space 
in the County Administration 
Building at Cypress Avenue 
and 
E Street, but larger, 
separate quarters are being 
sought 
Ms 
Keilen provides 
counseling for the emotionally 
handicapped, 
when 
that 
handicap prevents employment 
or is a factor in a deteriorating 
ability to hold a job There is no 
age limit for those eligible for 
the assistance, but the loose 
designation “ employable age” 
is used as an initial guide 


An applicant's needs are 
assessed and if the case falls 
within the spectrum of the 
department’s charge, further 


assistance is provided. For 
example medical examinations 
are given and there are other 
diagnostic services available 
In a word the department 
helps develop a plan to make an 
individual 
a 
functioning 
member of society. 
Examples of the kind of 
person Ms, Keilen is able to 
help include the woman who 
finds herself adrift after 20 
years of marriage, ill equipped 
to earn a living, and the former 
independent person who has 
been recently released from an 
institution 
and 
finds 
the 
requirements 
of earning a 
living and getting along in the 
world a frightening experience 
Ms Keilen can be reached at 
736-5691 each week day from 8 
a m. to5p m.

Local merchants bilked on 
false checks aren't alone

Three Lompoc 
merchants 
who were bilked in a fake 
traveler’s check scheme may 
have 
a 
lot 
of 
company 
throughout the west coast, 
Lompoc Police Lt. Mel Ramos 
said today. 
The full extent of the fraud is 
only now beginning to emerge 
following the arrest in Arroyo 
Grande of a woman believed 
responsible for passing fake 
traveler’s checks in California 
and possibly other west coast 
states. The woman gave her 
name as Betty Jean Brown, 48, 
a 
transient. 
Police 
were 
checking out the name and also 
w ere 
in ve s tig a tin g 
a 
companion, 
Gerald 
Wayne 
Barnes, 47, who was taken into 
custody with the woman in a 
car 
reportedly 
stolen 
in 
Seattle, Wash The couple also 
had a large sum of money, 
described by one source as in 
the neighborhood of $1,500 to 
$2,000 and about 70 traveler’s 
checks which proved to have 
the same serial number as the 
three passed in Lompoc 
Ramos said he learned of the 
connection between the woman 
under arrest in Arroyo Grande 
and 
the 
traveler’s 
checks 
passed in Lompoc when he 
talked with a police source in 
Santa Barbara and learned that 


the 
serial 
number on the 
checks on her person matched 
that of checks passed at three 
liquor stores in Lompoc. 
Ramos 
said 
a 
woman 
identifying herself as Betty 
Jean 
Brown 
bought 
a 
legitimate 
$100 
American 
Express traveler’s check at the 
Lancaster branch of the United 
California Bank on Sept. 26. 
The facts are not entirely clear 
at this point, but Ramos said 
the 
check 
was 
apparently 
duplicated by some means. The 
three checks passed in Lompoc 
were excellent duplicates of 
the original, Ramos said 
Ramos said only three of the 
fake checks passed in Lompoc 
have been turned over to his 
department for investigation, 
but that he fears several more 
are 
still 
being 
held 
by 
merchants. 
“ In defense of those who 
cashed the checks,” Ramos 
said, “ the reproductions were 
good — if you saw a fake 
alongside an authentic check 
you’d 
see 
the 
difference 
immediately, 
but 
otherwise 
probably not.” 
Ramos said the woman wore 
a different costume each time 
she entered a liquor store for a 
purchase. At the time of her 
arrest, police confiscated a 
number of different colored 
wigs and “ 18 to 20 quart bottles 


of expensive liquor and a large 
quantity of six-packs of beer ” 
Ramos 
said 
merchants 
should insist on identification 
before 
cashing 
traveler's 
checks and if possible call the 
toll free number that most 
traveler’s 
check 
companies 
make available for the security 
of merchants.

UNITED NATIONS (UFM) - U N officials 
are setting up strict, superpower-style security 
for Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasser Arafat’s

Arafat, whose garb for all occasions is brass- 
studded combat fatigues and Arab headdress, is 
regarded by diplomats as virtually certain to 
head the Palestine Liberation Organization 
delegation taking part in the assembly debate 
Officials said New York police, U N guards 
and federal agents will provide intense security 
reminiscent of the protection accorded the shoe- 
banging I960 appearance of the late Soviet 
leader Nikita Khrushchev. 
Security officials saw potential danger for the 
guerrilla leader in a city where almost 2 million 
Jews live. Israel has denounced the PLO as a 
group of “ 10,000 murderers. ” 
The 45-year-old guerrilla leader, the second

Longest bus strike 
in 15 years over 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - The 
longest California bus strike in 
15 years ended today, with 
drivers accepting a 24 per cent 
pay raise that will give them 
base pay of $272 a week within 
18 months. * 
The drivers were not en­ 
thusiastic about the settlement, 
noting that bus drivers in 13 
other cities, including four in 
California, earn more than 
that. 
Drivers voted Wednesday to 
accept the offer, after 65 days 
on strike. The strike shut down 
bus transportation in all or 
parts 
of 
Los 
Angeles, 
Orange, San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties, the fourth 
largest bus system 
in the 
nation 
It 
affected 
about 
450,000 
commuters. That is only about 
4 per cent of the population of 
the 
region, 
which 
depends 
mostly on private autos for 
local transportation, and the 
shutdown caused no notable 
disruptions. 


Officials of the Southern 
California Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict said mechanics—who also 
struck—would begin returning 
to work today to get the long 
idle buses in shape to resume 
service beginning early Satur­ 
day morning 


The mechanics also won a 24 
percent pay raise. 
The 3,300 RTD drivers were 
earning $5 32 an hour when they 
walked out Aug. 12 They voted 
1,709 to 1,001 Wednesday to 


accept the RTD offer giving 
them a raise of $5.62 retroac­ 
tive to June 1, when the 
previous contract expired, $6 
an hour on return to work, 
stepping up to $6 81 an hour on 
March 1,1976 
The drivers also won an 
additional holiday for their 
birthdays, an increase more 
than doubling their uniform 
allowance from $2) to $58, and 
an increase in holiday pay to 
double time and a half. 
Driver Samuel R. Rodela 
said he and his fellows felt

the 
river—by 
management and the union.” 
The 
union 
had 
originally 
demanded a 42 per cent pay 
increase. 
One of the union’s goals was 
to achieve “ parity” with public 
transportation drivers in other 
cities. Union leaders said RTD 
drivers ranked 34th in pay 
before the strike. The new 
contract brings them up to 14th 
but they still rank 
behind 
drivers

Francisco, 
Oakland and San Diego, the 
drivers said. 
The drivers, represented by 
the 
United 
Transportation 
Union, went on strike along 
with the 738 mechanics belong­ 
ing to the Amalgamated Trans­ 
it Union.

year of the contract and an 11.5 
per cent increase in the second, 
but remained out until the

Dec. 10 for Cyprus pact 
before Turkey aid is cut 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Congress has voted to give President 
Ford until Dec 10 to seek a Cyprus settlement before cutting off 
U.S. military aid to Turkey. 
But key legislators predicted the President would veto the 
measure, as he did another on the same subject earlier in the 
week 
Presidential Press Secretary Ron Nessen said Wednesday night 
Ford hasn’t made a decision to veto the new version, “ but he’s 
certainly leaning in that direction.” 
The new legislation would allow U.S. military assistance to 
Turkey to continue until Dec 10, provided none of it goes to 
Turkey ’s 40,000 troops on the island of Cyprus. 
Nessen said Ford believes that would create “ an impossible 
policing situation” and would “ undermine” efforts to negotiate a 
Cyprus peace. 
Ford earlier in the week vetoed a resolution passed by the House 
and Senate which would have immediately halted U.S. military 
aid to Turkey until Ford certified “ substantial progress” had been 
made toward removal of the Turkish forces on Cyprus. 
That provision and the milder version adopted by Congress 
Wednesday were part of a resolution providing stop gap funds for 
several major government agencies including the departments of 
Agriculture, Labor, and Health, Education and Welfare until their 
regular appropriations are passed 
Unless a compromise is reached fairly soon, the agencies will 
run out of funds and be unable even to meet their payrolls. 


New evidence of Bigfoot

expedition had found what it believes are Bigfoot tracks in the 
U*wis River area of southwest Washington

ridiculous Morgan (expedition leader Robert J Morgan) was 
claiming new finds at the rate of one a week.” 
Byrne, operator of the Bigfoot exhibit here, said, “ years can go 
by without any advance in our knowledge of Sasquatch. 
He said he and Morgan had ended their cooperative efforts 
The American Yeti Expedition headed by Morgan reported 
finding 161 manlike tracks made by a creature believed to be eight 
feet tall Morgan said the tracks were those of the Jegendary 
Bigfoot or Sasquatch, which many believe inhabits western 
forests

The same group achieved 
notoriety in 1970 by kidnaping 
and then murdering Aramburu, 
who had served as provisional 
president from 1955 to 1958. 
The Montoneros broke with 
Mrs. Peron’s government last 
month, resumed underground 
activities,

allegiance to her late husband. 
Police said 15 to 20 guerrillas 
removed 
Aramburu’s 
coffin 
from its crypt after overpower­ 
ing the cemetery administrator

Women inmates 


release hostages 
in Ulster 


BELFAST (U P II - About 
100 rebellious women inmates 
released the warden and three 
guards 
at 
Armagh 
Prison 
today, ending a bitter ten-hour 
uprising Fires swept through a 
Londonderry prison camp and 
riots spread across Ulster. 
Authorities said the women 
prisoners called a sudden halt 
this morning to the rebellion at 
Armagh, a maximum security 
jail 30 miles southwest of 
Belfast, and “ the prison is now 
back to normal.” 
“ The prisoners and hostages 
descended from the attic,” a 
British spokesman said. “ The 
officials 
returned 
to 
their 
quarters, the prisoners to their 
cells ” 
The women had vowed to 
hold the warden and guards 
hostage until they were assured 
of the safety of male prisoners 
involved in Tuesday night’s 
riots at the Maze prison camp, 
six miles south of Belfast. 


The 1,400 prisoners at Maze 
destroyed nearly all the camp’s 
130 quonset huts in eight hours 
o f 
rioting 
that 
injured 
40 
persons. 


Many of the Maze inmates 
were jailed without trial as 
suspected 
members of the 
outlawed 
Irish 
Republican 
Army or militant Protestant 
groups. 


Officials gave no reason for 
the sudden surrender of the 
women, who faced a long cold 
night without food, water, heat 
or electricity 
in 
a 
prison 
damaged 
by 
the 
uprising 
Wednesday afternoon.

Andrews Way has a file of gourmet recipes. "Highly 
impracticle in these days of inflated food prices,” she 
declares, and adds, "many of the ingredients are 
unavailable closer than Santa Barbara ” 
However, now that peaches and tomatoes are 
plentiful, Mrs. Sheridan has given the Record a recipe 
for Peaches Melba and one for a vegetable dish, 
"Tomatoes a la Provençale." Tomatoes fixed this 
way, she advises, are delicious with steaks or chops 


Peaches Melba 
6 peaches (fresh) 
1 tsp vanilla 
1 Mi cups water 
1 cup sugar 


Peel and halve the peaches (easiest way is to dip in 
boiling water for a second or two to loosen the skin.) 
Bring the water and sugar to boil for 5 minutes, then 
reduce heat and add peach halves and vanilla. 
Simmer for 10 minutes, refrigerate in their syrup 
until cold or overnight. 
Make a raspberry sauce from 1 pkg. frozen 
raspberries (thawed) and 1 oz of kirsch. Puree the 
raspberries through a fine sieve into a small mixing 
bowl. Add kirsch and refrigerate, tightly covered If 
unsweetened berries are used, add 1 tbsp. sugar. 
To assemble the dessert, place peach half in bottom 
of a footed sherbet glass; add 1 vanilla ice cream ball; 
cover with raspberry sauce and put whipped cream 
around the edge of the glass. 


Tomatoes a la Provencale 


Have 6 ripe tomatoes, medium size, and with a 
small spoon, scoop out the seeds. Sprinkle the shells 
with salt, invert on a rack and let drain for 30 minutes. 
In a bowl combine 1 cup fresh bread crumbs with Va 
cup each of chopped parsley and chopped ripe olives, 2 
tbsp each of finely chopped onion and olive oil, 1 
garlic clove, finely chopped; Va tsp. basil, M* tsp 
oregano, salt and pepper to taste 
Fill each tomato half with the above bread mixture. 
Arrange in a lightly oiled baking dish; sprinkle with a 
little olive oil and bake in a hot oven (400 degrees) for 
10-15 minutes or until crumbs are golden. 
Mrs. Sheridan has also given us a nice dinner party 
menu, not too expensive. It includes two recipes from 
Italy: Scampi ala Gieglia and Rissotto Milanese. With 
this she serves Chinese pea-pods, available locally 
frozen either plain or with water chestnuts A simply 
prepared zucchini dish is also good with the above. As 
an alternative of the pea-pods — both are not 
necessary For dessert with this dinner at this time of 
year, she makes the Peaches Melba 
Recipes given are for six people 


Scampi ala Gieglia 


2 lbs. large fresh shrimp (or prawns) in their shells 
Va stick of butter 


Mi cup olive oil 
1 tbsp. lemon juice 
V» cup finely chopped shallots or green onions 
1 tbsp finely chopped garlic or 1 tsp garlic powder 
1 tsp salt, ground black pepper 
4 tbsp. chopped fresh parsley 
lemon quarters 


Shell the shrimp but do not remove the last segment 
of shell on the tail. With a sharp knife, slit shrimp 
down the back and remove the intestinal vein. Wash 
shrimp under cold running water and pat dry with 
paper towels. 
In a shallow flame proof baking dish or pan just 
long enough to hold the shrimp in one layer, melt 
butter over low heat. Stir in the olive oil, lemon juice, 
shallots, garlic, salt and pepper. Add the shrimps and 
turn them in the butter and oil until they glisten on all 
sides 
Preheat broiler and broil shrimp 3-4 inches from the 
heat for 5 minutes, then turn the shrimp over and broil 
another 5-6 minutes until lightly browned 
With tongs, transfer shrimp to a heated serving 
platter; pour the sauce from the pan over them, and 
sprinkle with parsley. Garnish with lemon quarters. 


Risotto Milanese 


2 tbsp. butter 
1 cup Uncle Ben converted rice 
2 or 3 chopped green onions 
2M* cups chicken broth 
Vs tsp. saffron (optional) 
1 tsp salt 
Mi cup grated Parmesan cheese. 
Melt butter in heavy frying pan; add green onions 
and dry rice. Saute until rice is evenly coated and a 
pale yellow in color. Place rice and 1 tsp salt in a 1 ‘/a 
qt. casserole. 
Heat chicken broth to boiling (may be made with 
chicken seasoned stock base). Pour broth over rice 
and cover. Cook in a 350 degree oven for 40 minutes. 
Remove and stir in parmesan cheese Return to oven 
to keep warm (at 175 degrees) until serving time. 
In some ovens it takes 1 hour to cook the rice so be 
sure to check. It should be fluffy and nearly dry when 
ready.

He declared his organization 
had no knowledge of Bright's 
activities prior to a story in the 
Los Angeles Times. 
Houston 
Flournoy, 
the 
Republican, told students at 
Davis that Bright was "shaking 
down’’ developers and that it 
was another instance "of the 
kind of duplicity and hypocrisy 
that 
has 
characterized” 
Brown's campaign. 
Bright, appointed by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, is chairman of 
the 
South 
Coast 
Regional 
Coastline Commission which 
has powers over development 
within 
1,000 
yards 
of 
the 
shoreline. 
He is accused of summoning 
15 developers or their represen­ 
tatives to an Oct. 7 luncheon 
where he asked them to donate 


to the Brown campaign. 
Brown, campaigning in San 
Francisco, said his supporters 
in Orange County had been 
instructed to return contribu­ 
tions solicited by Bright. He 
called the incident "suspici­ 
ous." 
"Mr. Bright is an appointee 
of Governor Reagan and he 
apparently has solicited funds 
from Republicans and others 
who would not usually contrib­ 
ute to my campaign," Brown 
declared. 
Brown added that Bright's 
"activities may be part of an 
effort 
by 
Orange 
County 
Republicans to discredit my 
campaign.” 
Bright, biology department 
chairman at California State 
University at Fullerton, said he 
saw "no conflict” of interest in 
the luncheon. 
He said the coastal commis­ 
sions are involved in a "very 
political thing, and this is the 
essence of politics—trying to 
get the candidate elected ” 
Members of Brown’s staff 
said Bright had volunteered in 
July to do research for the 
Democrat’s campaign but that 
he had not been hired.

There is Dymally, 48, the 
Democrat and liberal, seeking 
to become the state’s first 
black lieutenant governor, a 
believer in government ac­ 
tivism, a teacher, and a friend 
of labor and environmentalists. 
He speaks with the musical 
accent of his native Trinidad,

Widely different men, they 
have travelled the same politi­ 
cal turf. Both were elected to 
the 40-member Senate in 1966 
by wide margins.

Dymally is flat opposed to 
renewed drilling in the Santa 
Barbara Channel. Harmer says 
he

adequate and agrees with the 
present Lands Commission that 
drilling can be resumed. 


Harmer is for capital punish 
ment, 
opposed 
to 
lighter 
marijuana penalties, an advo­ 
cate of tougher treatment of 
criminals, and believes public 
employes should not have the 
right to strike.

It's up to Sutton 
to rescue Dodgers 
as A's lead 3-1 


OAKLAND (U P I) — Only Don Sutton, 
maybe the best pitcher in both leagues 
right now, stands between the Oakland 
A’s third straight world championship 
and a guaranteed place in baseball 
history. 


The A s opened a 3-1 game lead over 
the Los Angeles Dodgers by beating 
them, 5-2, Wednesday night and now all 
they need is one more victory to become 
only the second club in major league 
history to win three consecutive world 
**tles. The New York Yankees are the 
only other club to have done so, and still 
stand alone in the record books with both 
four and five titles in a row. 


But first the A s have to get by Sutton, 
winner of 12 straight games—including a 
3-2 victory in Sunday s second game—or 
carry the World Series to a sixth game 
in Los Angeles on Saturday. 


“ We’d like to win it right here and 
now, in front of our home fans,” said Sal 
Bando 
“ But if we don’t, it’s no big 
thing We re in great shape when you 
figure we have three shots to win one 
game.” 


Sutton, of course, has all the pressure 
on his shoulders in tonight’s fifth game. 
His pitching opponent is Vida Blue, who 
worked against the Dodger right-hander 
in that second game and was charged 
with all three Los Angeles runs. 


While the A’s are talking about a quick 
ending, the Dodgers are fighting to keep 
their hopes alive However, the odds are 
stacked pretty high against them Only 
three times in the past has a team come 
back from a 1-3 deficit to win a best-of- 
seven series — the 192> Pittsburgh 
Pirates, the 1958 Yankees and the 1968 
Detroit Tigers. 


The Dodgers, whose loose play helped 
the A’s to victory in the first and third 
games, committed only one error in the 
fourth game but once again the A’s took 
advantage. 


This was in the sixth inning with the 
Dodgers holding a 2-1 lead behind Andy 
Messersmith Billy North started a four- 
run rally with a walk and Jim Holt, a 
late season acquisition, finished it with a 
key two-run pinch-hit single. 


North, who led the American League 
with 54 stolen bases, took enough of a 
lead to dot2gnb3Messersmith to make 
three throws to first baseman Steve 
Garvey. The third was low and bounced 
away as North hustled to second. 


North scored a minute later on a 


wrong-field single by Bando to tie the 
score. A walk to Reggie Jackson, a 
sacrifice by Joe Rudi and an intentional 
pass to Claudell Washington filled the 
bases and then Holt singled for two runs 
and the ball game.

Rapid rise of A’s Washington 


...and rapid decline of former hero Tenace 


OAKLAND (U P I) — Claudell Washington stood in the 
bleachers last year to watch one game in the World Series, 
never dreaming he’d be on the playing field of the Oakland 
Coliseum 12 months later. 
Washington had just returned home after playing his first 
professional season with Burlington, Iowa, of the Midwest 
League when someone gave him a free ticket for an A’s- 
Mets game. 
I had to stand in the bleachers,” the 20-year-old rookie 
said Wednesday night after he tagged two hits in Oakland’s 
5-2 win over the Los Angeles Dodgers in the fourth game of 
the 1974 World Series. “ I never thought I ’d be in the Series 
this year.” 
It was his first start in this year’s Series. He had appeared 
as a pinch-hitter and had a 1-for-l record He got the starting 
nod after Joe Rudi was pulled from left field and moved to 
first base to replace Gene Tenace 
Besides getting two hits against the Dodgers, Washington 
also scored a run. He was the only Oakland hitter to get 
more than one hit. 
Washington said he hoped the A’s “ make room” for him in 
tonight’s fifth game. “ I think I ’ve earned it.” 
He said he was not “excited at all” in the fourth game “ I 
should be more excited but I don’t know why I ’m like this— 
maybe it will hit me later.” 
It was a quick jump from the sandlots of nearby Berkeley 
to the A’s for the soft-spoken Washington. While at Berkeley 
High School, he never played baseball because the school 
had a poor club 
It was during a Connie Mack League game for 17-18-year- 
olds that an Oakland scout got a look at him. He was hitting 
.700 at the time. That was in 1972. He was signed quickly and 
sent to Burlington, made the rounds through the high minors 
and was called up in midseason this year by the A’s. 
In 73 games he hit 285 for Oakland 


It wasn’t one of Washington’s dreams to play for Oakland 
or the San Francisco Giants. 
“ I never liked the Bay Area,” the Los Angeles-born player 
said “My favorite team was the Pittsburgh Pirates and 
Roberto Clemente was my favorite player.” 
After leaving Berkeley High, his first job was as a janitor 
in a poverty program He was playing in a park with a dirt 
infield when he was spotted by the A’s. 


OAKLAND (U P I) — Win or lose, the Oakland A’s always 
seem to have plenty of candidates ready to play the “Last 
Angry Man.” 
Today, with the A’s on the verge of a spot in baseball 
history, that man is Gene Tenace. 
“ Finley is trying to bury me,” Tenace complained. “ He’s 
still bitter because I took him to arbitration over my salary. 
He’ll never forget that.” 
Finley, of course, is Charles O., the A’s’ owner. 
Tenace’s ire became particularly aroused Wednesday 
night when the A’s beat the Dodgers 5-2 to take a 3-1 lead in 
games in the World Series because his name was scratched 
from the starting lineup only minutes before the game 
bejpn 
Naturally,” Genace said, “ I asked the manager (Alvin 
Dark) why I had been taken out of the lineup, and he told me 
it was the owner’s idea.” 
Tenace claimed Dark said: 
Mr. Finley told me that I made up the lineup Tuesday 
night and it was his turn to make it up for this game.” 
Maybe Dark was serious. Maybe not. But later, when 
someone asked him how he could pull Tenace from the 
lineup, Dark responded, “ Look, Tenace is a .211 hitter.” 
One thing Dark neglected to add, however, is that Tenace 
also hit 26 homers, second best on the team, drove in 73 
runs, drew 110 walks, tops in the American League, played 
some pretty decent first base and even filled in a long spell 
as the catcher, a position he does not like to play.

Candidates Cory, 
Bagley debate 
special interests 


SA C R A M E N T O (U P I »-They both said it, the “ real issue ’ in 
their campaign for the office of state controller is which of them 
is free from the obligation of special interests. 
At their second debate, Republican William T. Bagley and 
Democrat Ken Cory Wednesday spent much of the time flinging 
accusations that the other was beholden to outside forces. 
Bagley persisted in his attack on what he called “ugly, sick and 
obscene” campaign contributions of more than $500,000 to the 
Cory primary election effort by two men. Orange County rancher 
Richard O’Neill and Santa Ana physician Louis J. Celia Jr. 
“This is not a campaign between Bill Bagley and Ken Cory, this 
is a campaign of independence vs. dependence,” Bagley declared 
“This is a campaign of Celia and O’Neill vs. the electorate of the 
state of California. 
“1 beg the electorate not to allow those two people to buy the 
controllership of this great state.” 
Cory dismissed the charge, saying there is nothing he could do 
as state controller to benefit the two large contributors, who gave 
mostly in the form of campaign loans. 
The funds amounted to the lion's share of what Cory collected 
for the Democratic primary. 
“I ’m not ashamed of getting money from honest, rich Demo­ 
crats,” he said “Good, clean, emotional money, that’s what it 
is.” 
Celia and O'Neill are business partners and friends, Cory said. 
Cory and Bagley, both state assemblymen, appeared at the non­ 
televised luncheon debate sponsored by the Sacramento Press 
Club. Each made opening and closing statements and took 
questions from the audience of about 70 persons. 
The controller is keeper of the state’s bankbook and its chief 
accountant. The post also carries with it positions on boards and 
commissions, including chairmanship of the Lands Commission, 
which controls oil drilling in state - owned coastal waters. 


Cory, an eight-year legislative veteran from Westminister, ac­ 
cused his opponent of links with large California corporations— 
PG&E. Southern Pacific, and others— through a law firm and 
campaign contributions. 


“Go through the major issues affecting PG & E in this legislature 
and you can t find Bill Bagley voting once against P G & E ,” de­ 
clared Cory. He said the Bagley supporters represented the “pow­ 
er structure of California. ” 


Cory acknowledged that Bagley’s contributions were smaller 
than his own, but argued,, “The real bottom line is not the amount 
of the contribution, but whether or not there is a quid pro-quo, 
whether or not there is a pattern of being beholden.”

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Sins of omission 


WASHINGTON - The shorthand of 
Watergate brought home the crimes and 
m i s d e m e a n o r s 
of 
the 
Nixon 
administration spelled out at length in 
the charges brought by the House 
Judiciary Committee But the sins of 
omission that received little attention 
may have had consequences equally 
serious 
The FBI reported 
that crime in the Unit­ 
ed States rose 16 per 
cent in the first six 
months of 1974, one of 
the largest increases 
since 1930 when rec­ 
ords were first kept. 
Department of Justice 
officials 
suggested 
that the increase in 
burglary and larceny 
was due to unemploy­ 
ment and inflation 
President Nixon and his attorney 
general, John N. Mitchell, took the 
tough law-and-order line, rejecting the 
view that poverty and slums were a 
cause of the steady rise in crime. 
They 
constantly 
resorted 
to 
the 
rhetoric of law and order — put the 
criminals in jail for long terms — 
although 
they 
had a detailed and 
documented warning of the falsity of the 
Nixon boast that he was on the way to 
curing crime with tough remedies 
The story of how this warning was 
relegated to a dusty file has just been 
told Milton Eisenhower, brother of the 
late President and a dedicated public 
servant, in his book, “The President Is 
Calling,” describes the fate of the 
Commission on Crime and Violence 
which he headed. Appointed chairman of 
the commission by President Lyndon 
Johnson at the end of his term, 
Eisenhower had constantly to scrounge 
for funds to continue the investigation in 
light of Nixon’s indifference 
In presenting 
the 
report of the 
commission to Nixon, the chairman 
pointed to 91 
recommendations for 
federal, state and community action 
that would reduce the incidence of 
violent crime. The members of the 
commission, 
all 
with 
authoritative 
background in the problem, concluded 
that the attack had to be simultaneously 
to improve the criminal justice system 
and overcome the social causes of 
crime. "For 18 months after I reported 
to President Nixon, the White House 
was absolutely silent regarding our 
c o m m i s s i o n ' s 
s t u d y 
and 
recommendations,” Eisenhower wrote 
“ Evidently our report, like many 
others, had been filed and forgotten. It is 
easier to talk about attacking crime and 
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“Either the economy is getting worse or there 
are a lot of doggies out there with weird 
ta s te s f 


violence than it is to do something about 
it.” 
That was in 1971 as Nixon and Mitchell 
were preparing the campaign blitz for 
the following year. In that campaign, 
the rhetoric of law and order and how 
the Nixon administration had cracked 
down on criminals was used by the 
clever 
m erchandisers 
selling 
the 
President. 
One of the touchiest areas explored by 
the commission was violence and crime 
on television and films, and how it 
relates to the rise in crime Noting that 
violent crime is concentrated mostly in 
ghetto slums where most black people 
live, Eisenhower observed : 
“The young ghetto resident by the 
time he is 18 has spent more time 
watching television, mostly programs of 
violence, than he has spent in school. 
The lure of television is matched by the 
lure of the street.” 
The commission's call for restrictive 
licensing of hand guns, the Saturday 
Night 
Specials, 
and 
a 
simple 
identification for long guns drew the 
heaviest fire. Vitriolic mail poured into 
Eisenhower’s office inspired, he says, 


by the “ rich and politically powerful 
National Rifle Association ” He was 
called everything from a Fascist to a 
Communist. 
The shame of America’s criminal 
record belies so much that Nixon 
boasted about in his corruptly financed 
campaign. 
With 
a 
population 
of 
somewhat more than 200 million, the 
United States averages 50 times as 
many gun murders a year as do 
England, Germany and Japan combined 
with their total population of little more 
than 200 million The rate of violent 
crime per unit of population is five 
times that of Canada, 30 times that of 
Britain and 90 times that of the 
Netherlands 
With the 16 per cent rise just reported, 
that 
appalling 
statistic 
is 
also 
increasing. While the report was filed 
and 
forgotten, 
Eisenhower’s 
just 
published book should at least bring it to 
mind again 
As a trenchant chapter 
heading he has the following. 
“ America has the wisdom and wealth 
to solve its most pressing problems: it is 
only sufficient will that is lacking.”

Its top executive wants to 
retire. No, it is not the Bank of America 
or the Security Pacific Bank But, next 
to these two giants of finance, it is 
probably 
the 
biggest 
investor 
in 
California with more than $6 billion in 
funds and an annual income of nearly $1 
billion. 
This 
is 
the 
Public 
Employes 
Retirement System, a state agency 
whose principal function is to manage 
the retirement program for more than a 
half million state and local employes 
Originally established as the State 
Employes Retirement System it was 
expanded in 1939 to permit membership 
participation by local entities. Its total 
membership today is far outstripped by 
those outside of state employment. 
Local government employes constitute 
nearly two-thirds of the members. 
Among the larger participants are the 
Los Angeles City Schools and the 
Metropolitan 
Water 
District. 
The 
largest category of employes are the 
non-teaching 
school 
employes 
who 
number about 180,000. 
Through the combination of employer 
and employe contributions, together 
with earnings from investments, the 
fund has been building at the rate of 
more than $500 million a year in recent 
years. 
It is a heavy player on the stock 
market with more than $1 billion 
invested in so-called blue chip stocks. It 
is 
also 
heavily 
invested 
in 
U.S., 
Canadian and public utility bonds. It 
deals on a large scale in FHA and VA 
mortgages although the agency itself 
does not make individual mortgage 
loans. And it has financed a number of 
state 
buildings, 
accepting 
building 
certificates as security. 
To oversee these investments, as well 
as to set policy for the retirement 
program the agency is governed by a 13 
member board composed of governor’s 
appointees 
and 
elected 
employe 
representatives. 
To carry out the board’s policies and 
manage the program, supervising the 
staff of 270 employes, the agency 
engages an executive officer. Since 1956 
this post has been held by William E. 
Payne, a career public employe whose 
earlier jobs included top management 
positions 
with 
the 
Department 
of 
Veterans Affairs. 
Payne’s stewardship has witnessed a 
tremendous growth in the agency, both 
in numbers of members and staff, as 
well as the funds held in trust. He has 
(tone an outstanding job, growing right 
along with the agency In addition he is 
well 
liked 
and 
respected 
by 
his 
employes, the state employes and state 
management, including the legislators 
It is his job that is now to be filled and 
the State Personnel Board, through 
staff, has been assigned to make 
national search for a replacement 


executive officer, Ronald M. Kurtz, said 
more than 200 applications have been 
received 
“ and 
the caliber of 
the 
candidates has been pleasingly good.” 
He said, while the job pays only $35,000, 
an amount which might seem small in 
contrast to the funds involved, the 
opening comes at a propitious time on 
the employment market. 
Kurtz also said the management of the 
funds is not the key factor in the job. “ It 
is 
largely 
an 
administrative 
post. 
Investment decisions are made by the 
board on the advice of investment 
consultants.” 
He said the task of screening the 
applications 
and 
interviewing 
the 
candidates will be completed late this 
month. “At that time we expect to 
submit 10 to 15 names to the PERS 
board for final selection. It will be their 
job to pick the new man.” The job is 
exempt from civil service under a 
constitutional provision.

Water Conservation District have fired 
off a stinging rebuttal to a south county 
ploy on supplemental water and end it 
with an appeal for the county water 
agency 
to 
take command 
of 
the 
situation 
In the final para­ 
graph of the document 
the directors declare: 
“The Santa Ynez Riv­ 
er Water Conserva­ 
tion District feels as it 
has 
stated 
many 
times, 
that 
it 
is 
imperative that the 
efforts 
to 
find 
an 
available, 
economi­ 
cal, 
adequate 
and 
legal 
supplemental 
water supply 
should be coordinated through the Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Water 
Agency 
to 
develop a plan to meet county-wide 
needs. If anything, the Toups Report 
exercise points up the limitations and 
futility of local entities ’going it alone’ 
when the problems can only be finally 
settled with cooperation and support at 
a 
much 
larger, 
regional 
level. 
Accordingly our district feels it is time 
to terminate the piecemeal analysis 
approach and implement a county-wide, 
coordinated, 
cooperative 
effort.” 
William Laranjo, a Buellton rancher and 
chairman of the water district board 
signed the document 
Those are strong words and can be 
interpreted as meaning that Stan Hatch, 
district 
legal 
counsel 
and 
only 
incidentally the author, and Thomas 
Stetson, district engineering consultant, 
have reached the end of their patience 
with south county efforts to resolve their 
water 
supply difficulties. 
The two 
professionals are really saying let’s stop 
all this nonsense. 
All this has to do with the Toups 
Report 
which 
is 
a 
document 
commissioned in the south county to 
develop alternative ways of acquiring 
supplemental water. 
The preliminary Toups Report which 
was published some months ago, stirred 
a hornet’s nest based on analysis of such 
experts as Stetson who riddled it with 
criticism. Main point of the Toups 
Report, at least to this reporter, was the 
series of suggested alternative sources 
for acquiring supplemental water. Most 
of the sources were direct or indirect 
tappings of the Santa Ynez River. 
However, 
most observers including 
Stetson and his bosses, the SYRWCD 
board of directors, held their criticism 
in bounds pending refinements and 
clarifications that were believed to be 
upcoming in the final Toups Report. 
Now the final report is in and the 
clarifications 
and 
corrections most 
experts sought are apparently nowhere 
to be found In the document signed by 
Laranjo it is noted: “ Although it was 
publicly 
prom ised, 
a 
summary 
indicating which corrections have been 
made 
in 
response 
to 
comments 
submitted apparently has not been 
prepared by Toups Engineering. In fact 
the 
final 
report 
does 
not 
even 
acknowledge the receipt of the solicited 
comments.” 
Basically the Toups Report, if this 
reporter’s layman’s view is correct 
would tend to lead south county entities 
to believe they will be able to acquire 
more water from the storage at Lake 
Cachuma and more generally from the 
Santa Ynez River than they should 
reasonably expect. In some ways this 
could be a collosal deception leading to 
the threat of court litigation and more 
misunderstanding between north and 
south county. 
Hatch, through Laranjo and the board 
of directors, are correct at this juncture 
in seeking an end to the go it alone 
policies of the south county and a joining 
with the south county in seeking water 
agency help in the now, tangled mess. 
For those who don’t know, the water 
agency 
is 
really 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors wearing different hats. 
All this comes at a time when the 
south county is rationing water and 
when the integrity of all sides is under 
attack. 


One of the poorest kept secrets of 
recent days is the conflict between 
Lompoc 
High School 
students and 
merchants in Lompoc Shopping Center, 
that has resulted in the formation of a 
committee to study the situation. 
Merchants and students will sit down 
together to find a solution to the 
problem. In the view of some observers 
the confrontation is similar to one that 
boiled to the surface seven years ago 
when merchants initially asked for, but 
did not get a “closed campus” at 
Lompoc High School. 
No one at this point wants a closed 
campus, and that was true seven years 
ago 
Basically merchants have complained 
that the presence in the center of 
students in large numbers during the 
noon 
hour 
poses 
problems 
for 
merchants.

Lompoc valley, once a staunchly 
Republican stronghold but Democratic 
the past 15 years, appeared to be shifting 
back to the G.O.P. fold this week when 
County Q erk Jack Lewis revealed 
registration figures.
